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BLAZE AT THE PEN

Fire Destroys One of the State Buildings
at the Lincoln Penitentiary.

MANUFACTURING COMPANIES CRIPPLED

Every One Losos Heavily and Two at Least
Will Be Oompletely Ruined.

IT STARTED IN THE STOVE FOUNDRY

Hot Omstings Dumped on Rabbish Sup-
posed to Ba the Cause.

NEBRASKA LOSES EIGHTY THOUSAND

Burned Balding One nt the Largest In

Liscors, Oct, 26 —[Special Telegram to
Tue Bee)—"*The state penitentinry is on
fire" was the startling intelligence that
came o the headquarters of the city fire
department at 6:05 o’clock this evening.

The penitentiary is four miles south of the
city, but Chief Malone at onee dispatched o
force of men with steamer, hose carts and
trucks, and the four miles were covered in an
incredibly short space of time. The fire
highted up the entire southeérn sky, and
street cars and private convoyanoos wore
quickly loaded down witn the hundreds of
exclted citizans, anxious to reach the scene
of conflagration.

Thne fire was discoverad in the foundry of
the Lincoln Stove and Furnnce works in
the south end of one of the largest buildings
In the penitentinry enclosure. The origin of
the fire is still a mystory. All that the
ptnitentinry authorities knoew is  that
about fifteen minutes bafore 6 o'clock
the whole west end of the building
was  discovered to be in flames,
The convictsa in the - entire institu-
tion had just been marched to their cells
and the counting had just been finished;
consequently all troublo with the men wuas
avoided,

One of Boss Stout's Bulldings.

The fire was in the old cell house, on the
west slde of the penitentiary enclosure,
originally occupied by the couvicts before
the present cell house was erected. Tho
bullding wia owned by the state and was
constructed by Boas Stout many years ago,
It wwas bualt of stone, with u siate roof, and
was 150x100 feot and two stories, It was
occupied by the Lincoln Stove and Furnace
company, the Western Manufacturing com-
pany and Buckstaff Bros. Manufactur-
lng company, while the basement was
occuplied as a storo house by the pooltentiary
authorities. The entire Building was con-
sumed, togoethur with its contents,

The city fire department rendered valuable
asalstance, and W. H. Dorgan, manager of
the prison contract, says that the prompt
avrival and herole efforts of Chief Mualone
and his men cut the Joss down fully one-half.

Mr. Dorgan stated to Tue Bee that he
was just approaching the penitentinry on
the straet car from the city, and, as the car
came over the hill near the institution, he
saw the whole west end of the shop on 1ire
He entered the enclosure as quickly as pos-
sible and set the men st work fghting the
flumes,

Fixed for Fighting Flre.

Thae facilities for fighting fire at the peni-
tentinry are very complete, consisting of
heavy steam pumips connectod with eighteen
wells nnd a reservoir on the hill outside of
tne walls, with a reserve supply of 100,000
gallons. The institution is well supplied
with hose, and threo strenms wero playing
on the flumes when the city department ar-
rived,

Describing his efforts to keep baok the
flames, Mr, Dorgan said: "I saw at once
that we would have our hardest fight to
save the engine and boiler plant. The loss
of thoe botler plant would completely par-
alyze the entive peattentiary.  Without 1t it
would be fmpossible to give the men their
breakfasts tomorrow morning, When Chief
Mulone arrived I told him to save the boller
plant. ‘I'll do it he said, and he did, I
cannot estunate the loss tonight, but it

.will be heavy., One of the chief
losses llea in the fuct that  the
cutiro  power plant  will  be  useless
for many wecks. ‘The shafting for

evory shop at the penitentisry is connected
with the main shaft running through the
Enilding now burned. It will be wecks be-
fore this damage alone can be repaived, 1
think we can get part of the machinery in
the cooporage shops running by setting up
temporary ongines. Weought to be able w
o this by Monday, 1t is a tereible loss, but
bad as It seems wo have much to be thank-
ful for. For instance, if the 30 and more
eonviots hnil been in tho yards when the fire
broke out wo would have them swarming
over theso walls in tho darkness by scores,
Most of then would undoubtedly have got
awny, At no time, however, was there any
dapger of the maln building ecatching fire.
They were absolutely impregnable.”
Simte wnd Other Losers.

Speaking of thestnte's loss. A. R Humphrey,
eommissioner of public lands and buildings,
sald to Tux Bee: “The bullding burued be-
longs to the state. It Is probablys worth
#50,000. ‘The statecarrvics no insurance, |
cunnot say, of course, whether the state will
ever robulld or not. Certainly not in the
noar future,™

The heaviest loser by the fire {s the West-
ern Moanufacturing eompany. H. J. Walsh,
prasident of the compiny, wias scen at the
penitentiary by Tur Breduring the progress
of the fire. He was unablo to give an esti-
mate of tho loss at the thue,

M. D, Weloh, socvetary and treasurer of
the company, was seen by Tux Hep uptown,
and he made the following statement;

SOur loss will be heavy, It will not fall
below $50,000, and may run a little above
that nmiount. Wo did a large business and
pecupded the greater part of the stone build-
‘Sog that burned as well us of the brick shops
left untouched.

All our books, acconnts and papers, cover-
ing our Husiness for tho paat five vears, werae
destroved. The safes are practically de-
stroyed. Thoy were boried beneath tons
and tons of heaty machinery and burning
debris, ana it is searcely probable that a
single paper will be left to give n record of
one of the largest manufacturiog Industries
in the stute. | cannot, of course, place any
estimate tonight upon e loss ecoasionsd by
the destruction of our bouks wnd necounts,
We nre all at s0a,  Wa will not rebulld the
works, Woeshall abaudon all our operations
At the penitentiney with the vx(.-cpliun_ of
our cooper shops, which, although extensive,
furm but a smnsll vortion of our plang."

Buckstall's Heavy Loss.

Neaxt to the Western Manufacturing com-
pany. the greatest sufferers by tonight's dis-
aster will be the Buckstafl Bros, Manufactiur-
ing company, ‘The Buckstaf® brothers hive
been stngularly unfortinate in the way of
fires this yenr, Last Februaey their im-
mense viteifled brick and tiling works in
tnis city were completely destroyved, throw-
ing 200 men out of employment. Theso worka
have never been rebullt, and the Buokstofls
have beon nnable to collect their insorinoee,
amounting to about 7000, In addition to
their brick works the Buckstaffs maintained
alarge harness and saddlery mianufactory at
the penitentiney, which wias destroyed by
the fire tonight, Neither of the mombers of
the firm could be found tonignt, but the fore-
man of their works informed Ting Bee at the
seene of the fire that about fifty wen were
employed in the hurness and saddiory de-
partments.  The company had several thou-
sand dollars’ worth of leather on their
hands, Duorlng the dull scason of thie past
summer sales have been very light., The
full foree bus been maintained, however,
dueing the summer, and the upper story of
the burned building was paclked with har-
ness and saddles finished for the markot.
While no correct estimate cun be placed on
Buckstaffs' loss, it is generally conceded
that it will rench §25,000, pretty well cov-
ered by insurauce.

Where the Fire Started.

The Lincoln Stove and Furnace company
ovcupied the west end of the building. The
company is composed of Willlam Clark and
J. H. Mockett, The company ia the out-
growth of the original Hall Runge and Fur-
nace company, which went into the hands of
a receiver in this city something over a year
ago, Messrs, Clark and Mockett took the
business, reorganized it and removed the
plant to the pen, where it hus been in suc-
cossful operntion  ever since, They om-
plored thirty-eight men Their loss will
reach from #5000 to &25,000. They had in
their ware rooms 200 fAonished ranges, ull of
which wero totally destroyed, 'Their loss is
fairly well covered by insurance.

The originof the fire isna complete mys-
tery. Nooneat the pen has been found who
has woy idea of how 1t started. The con-
vists employed in the shop had finished their
day’s Inbor and had been murched into the
cell house. The first counting In, which is
always done just before supper is servad,
had just been completed, und not a man was
missing, It s not even known who first dis-
covered thae fire.

Mr. Dorgan's Theory.

Mr. Dorgan thinlks he wis among the first,
aond winen he saw the flames they wero leap-
ing out of the second story windows in the
waost eud of the building, He takes no stuck
in the theory that the fire was sturted by
the couvicts who were at work Inm the
foundry swhers the flames originated. It is
known that the workmen in the foundry had
been malang some heavy eastings just ns
the duy's work was closing. It is believed
py many that as tnese hot castings wera
taken feom the boxes they were dumped
upon & pile of debris and left unnoticed,
This is the only plausible theory so far
adyanced,

A atriet Investigation will be mude at once
in an endeavor 1o asvertain the reul causs of
the fire.

Notified the Warden.

Warden Beemer Is In Chicago,
formed of the particalars of the disaster by
telegraph tonight, and assured that the con-
victs in his charge were all safe and no-
counted for. Among the carliest ourrivals at
the penltentiary  was Adjutgnt Genernl
Ciago. Hu wns at the depot to take the teain
for his home in the western part of the state
when he was informed that the pen was ou
fire and that the conviets were enenged in o
meeting, Heatonce went to the pen to be
inrendiness in the event that e servioes
of the stute troops wera required to queil
nny insubordination. Fortunately the serv-
lees of the militia were not needed,

Toe five was wituessed by probably 2000
people from the oity., Had the fire started
tn the brick shops, which were located
about 100 feer from the biroed buildings,
the loss would bave amounted o 2500000,
The intervening space botween the two
great buildings was piled high with lumber
aond other inflammable material, and v was
anly by the most superhuman efforts of the
fivemen that the brick shops were saved,
The cogine and holler plant was saved, the
entive gttopntion of the city fre deburtiment
buing directed to this end,

Herole Work of Firemen.

The men fought the fire at this polit for
two hours, and about one-half of the build-
tog containing the engines wus deatroved,
leaving the mnchinery unnarmedl. Tho bat-
tory of saven boilers, located almost directly
under the hottest of the flre, wis manned
during the entive contlagration, for upon the
bollers depended the puinps wolch supplied
the water used in fighiting the flawes, ‘The
men stood to thelr posts unflinchiugly for
nearly four hours, 1 spite of the faet that o
terriblo tire was riaging all aboot thew,

Altogetnnr it was the most eoxciting as
will na the most disastroas fire in the has-
tory of tho eity and the ouly onoof any in-
portance to the state's interests since the
destruction of the old state inssue ssylom,

It seems that one of thae men was at work
Fettng out the regular midoaighy working,
and the others weore removing the cover
from the lower part of one of digesters vhoen
the whole substance of acid and pulp came
downon top of them. The room was filed
with steam which very soon extinguished
the lights and mude éscaps an fmpossibility.
The men fumped for thelr lives from the
raised platform on which they wera work-
Ing, but the neid splushed on them nt every
turn, and they were soon suffering intensely
from pain. Men from other parts of the
mill came to thelr rescue, but were unable

to lend the poor fellows any materinl assls-
Lunes,

Three of the burned men were fonnd in the
witer tank, whore, ln their helplessuess,
they had unwisely sought relief from their
awlul suffering, They were standing in
five feet of water immorsed vo their necks.
Itis clmimed that the aecldent was the
result of carelessness on the part of the
poor men themselves, in not remouing the
upper cover of the digester, so as to allow
the steam a chance to escape when the
water was poured on to cool it

RAN ON THE ROCHKS,

Il Fortune of the Pacific Mall Company's
Steanmshlp New York.
Sax Frascico, Oct, 26, —The Pacifie Mail
company's steamsiiip New York went ashore
this evening in a fog and will be probably a
total loss.  She sailed for China and Japan
at 8:30 p. m. and went down the bay
under a full head of steam, The fog was
viery dense and from the lower wharves
the heads could vov be scen, About 4:30
p. m. the bhig ocean steamer was lost
sight of and half an hour later the boom-
mg of cannon could be Leard sud rockets
been seen as they burst sbove thg Jog, The
signal station at Peint Lobos ab once sent o
messagoe into town, and soon every tug in
the bay wus racing for Point Bonita, Ar-
riving there it was found that the steamer
wis hard and fust on the rocks, having gone
on them untder a full head of steam, She
was in charge of PPilot Ssevenson ut the
Lme. =
As soon as the ship struck there wos a
scene of wild confusion. A couple of hun-
dred Cninese in the sieerage set up a howl
that could he heard hall across the Ciolden
Gate, Captain Johnson was wonderfully
c¢nol, however, und he aod nis offivers soon
restored order.
When the signal lights began to flash the
observer at PPoint l.obos came to the con-
clusion that it was the steamer Monowad,
from Sydney and Samon, that had gone on
the rocks, and that news was circuluted all
over the city. Those who were expecling
relatives at once flocked to the ofees of the
Oriental & Occldentul line and groat oxeite-
ment prevailed. Half an hour later, how-
ever, the wrecked vessel was made our to be
the City of New York.

It 18 now reported the steamer is hard and
fast on the rocks. I'here Is eight feet of
water o her hold and the tugs csnnot move
her, The loss will be @00,000; no lusuranue,
All the passengers huve been tiken off and
nre belog brought back to this clty. The
fog is very heavy. Thero is little wind and
tugs will lay alongsiue all night,

Wil Bo u Total Wrack.

A reporter hns just come on a tug from the
wreek and reports the New York lyine with
her head to west and broacside upon the
rocks. She s lying over on the port side and
thiree or four big holes are stove in her bot-
tom, The tide s receding and she is now
high upon tne rocks aud the surf pounding
ot the vessel, Tugs are hovering ubout the
wrock und could possibly pull the steamer
from the rocks, but iv would be useless,

The Now York is o compartment ship and
the latest reports say there is no water fore
and oft, but elght feet of waley smidships.
The passengers were landed at Poiot Bonita
by the ship's boats und lifesaving crew from
the Golden Gute aud Port Point stations.
About this time Captain Johnson decuted to
Jettison the cargo und suve ull possible, He
dizpatebed n thivd oflcer and o eraw of six
Chinese sutiors in o sinnll boat, directing
them to row to San Francisco for tugs and
lighters, but the vréew could make uo head-
woy awgalust the food tide and was swept
buci.

The New York was bullt In Chester, Pa.,
In 1574, but was practically rebuilt a few
yeurs ngo. Hheis 4,010 tons gross, 49 feet
long, 40 feet 2 inches beam and 20 feet &
inches drafl.

Point Bonita is a rocky promontory swhich
forms one of Lhe heads at the entrance of
the Golden (Gate, 1t has long been rogurded
s most dangerous, especially in this kind of
westher, Hnlf o dozen vessols have come to
griel on it during the past twelve months,
T'he bark Lurline went ashore there, and the
burk John . Sprecicles was only savea by o
fishiog steamer, the U, 5. Grant. It was
there that the ship Spioney brolie from her
tugs sud started up the coast to her doom,

MIGHT FOEE TODATY,

Part of the Program of the Hepeal Senators
Gotiined—=Status of the Bill
Wasninaros, Oot. 20,1 he program of the
inunngers of the repeal bill in the senate s
to get to voting some time during the day
tomorrow on the amendments to the oill, to
finish the work on the amendments Satur-
day and vote on the bill ftselfl Monday.
This scheaule is, of course, subject to change.

When it was arranged it was thought
Senator Stewart would end his speech
tontght, That he did not do, and if he

should wish to proceed tomorrow it is possi-
ble it will become necessary to change the
plans 80 as to defer the vote upon the
amendments until Saturdny. Senator Jones
will require only ashork time to conclude
and Senator Allen will npt spenk at great
length, Senator Wolcott will speak fifteen
minutes, There may possibly, also, be a
few othor shiort speeches before the close of
the debate, :

Senator Faulkner, aftey again canvassing
tho sonate this evening theught it would bo
possible, if Mr. Stewarkdia not extend his
remarks for too great o leogth of time, to
begin voting by 8 or 4 o'clock tomorrow.
The opinion prevails i the senate that the
house will quickly piss the bill when itis
sent over, and the senntdrs are hopeful of
concluding the business of the session by the
middle of next week. Whether there snall
bea recess or an adjourpment will depend
upon the committee on whys and means. Ir
the demoeratic members of that committea
are of the opinion that thb taril bill will be
in shape for presentation befofe the time
for beginning the regulir session a recess is
more probable than anadjournment., Other-
wise an udjournment will take place.

Politics Ilas Some Welght.

There was a well defined veport in circula-
tion about the eapitol ¥y that there had
been an effert made to h the democratic
managers in the senato ne voting upon
the bill until afrer- the: Virginia election,
upon tha theory that the passing of the bill
at this time would have the offect of wnjur-
ing the chances of the democratic party in
thatstate, 1t appears the Virginia pouulists
have made their Hght in this campaign
almost entirely upon the silver issue, and
have made such headway us to render
the democratic managers somewhat anxious,
The suggestion appears to have received
some consideration, but when it was repre-
sented upon the other hand that the im-
mediate passing of the bill would have a
good effect in' Massachusetts and New York
it was thought vest ‘to let the bill take its
course. Indeed, under the circumstances,
with the bill iu its presant shape, it would
be almost impossible to chieck its progress:
especiaily would it ba diffleult for the repeal
manngers to accomplish that resall if so
disposed,

Soenator Power's Schemaes

Senator Power has spent a considerable
portion of the day in goinhering facts con-
cernipg the silver bullion in the treasury,
with the view to getting support for an
smendment to the repeal bill providing for
the coinnge of this buifion, which will be
offered by himself or some other sil-
ver senator.

TELLER PURSUES HIS WORDS

Oolorado’s Benior Benator Threshes Over His
Btack of Bilver Straw.

YIELDS TO STEWART WITHOUT ENDING

Noevada's Long” Distance Orator Unloads &
Chupter on the Fute of the Wieked
and the Influence of
the English.

Wastixaroy, Oct, 26.—When tha senate
resumed its session this morniog the repaal
bill was tnken up, and the vice president
atated tho question to be on the amendment
offered by Mr. Poffer of Kansas, roviving the
colnage law of 1837,

Mr., Teller of Colorado was recognized and
resumed his specch ngainst the bill, He
began with a discussion based on proposi-
tions which he regarded as lncontrovertible,
that the supply and demand of money de-
termined its value, and that the amount of
money in circulation determined the price of
a commodity. Mr. Teller contended thore
had been a general fall of prices for twenty
years, beginning with the demonetization of
silver in 1873, and a question by Mr. Higgins
us to how he reconciled with hisstatement
the fact that corn and pork products had not
fallen and had remained at unchanged
prices resulted in a general discussion, par-
ticipated in by Messes, Teller; Higgins, Man-
derson. Allen and Washburn,

Price of Corn and Pork.

Mr. Teller sald the price of corn and pork
had been affected in o large degree oy op-
tional trading and a discussion followed as
to the extent of options upon the commuod-
ities dealt in.  Wheat wus selling in London,
Paris and New York today at a lower price
than ever before, Mr. Teller said.  Within
ten days wheat had soid in New Yori at 66
cents, and the best wheat from Minnesota
and the Dakotas had been put upon vessels
at New York lately for 70 cents., He denled
it was a blessing to the country or the man
who buys it to have cheap wheat,

Mr. Higgins inquired whether Mr. Teller

ngreed with those on the demoeratic siie of
the chamber who favored cheap prices for
everytning.
1 am sure,” replied Mr. Teller, *‘that 1
don't know what the democratic majority
wants or what it proposes tn do, but I know
about as much of what it wants as [ kuow
what the majority on this side of the cham-
ber wants—just about the same. The dif-
ferenco between the muajority of this side
and the minority of the other side is so
trifling (20 faras this seasion is concerned)
that 1 don't know where the difference
begius or ends. And I do not know anybody
who does. They all seem to be in sccord
about vroducing .v.hm}muss. Every effort
made on both sides, so far, has been i favor
of the reduction of the volume of money of
the country. It has been In favor of con-
wriction, which, they all know, means low
prices, If that is the democratic doctrine
and 1f cheapness is what democrats want,
it seems that doctrine and that desiro have
perviaded this side of the chamber quite as
much as, and, 1 think. a little more vigor-
ously, than the other.”

When the People Are Heard Fraom.

Mr. Teller did not believe any legisiation
to increasa the volume of money by legisin-
tion favorable to silver would be had in tha
next four years. There would be no effactive
legislation in that direction until the great
American population was heard from.

Referving to the recent proposed com-
promise, Mr. Teller said it was rumored that
a very large and respectable portion of the
senate had agreed to some adjustmoent of vhe
diticulty, It had been said ina way that
justided him in speaking of it, that he who
had no right to speak to the senunte had de-
clared no compromise should take place;
that it should be unconditional repeal or
nothing.

It was said prosperity would follow tha re-
peal of the Sherman law.  This country was
not to see prosperity immediately. The
world was disjointed and out of shape on
account of the monetury conditions and
there would be distress, stagnation, parnlysis
of business wherever the gold standard pre-
vailed and nowhere else,

Mr. Squire's Talk.

At 2:45 p. m. Mr. Teller, without finishing
his speech, yielded the floor to Mr. Squire,
who nddressed the senate in advocacy of his
amendment to the repeal vill, of which he
gave notice October 10,

My, Squire sald that in offering his amend-
ment he had sought to flnd that middle path,
which Is the path of safety, Orlginally he
hud been for repeal, and there he stood now,
There bhad been o timidity about acting on the
subject of & bond 18sue (the authority of the
wuthor, which he had po doubt resisted),
when, If action had been taken, He believed
the present panle would have been averted
Any party and any administration ought
to be brave enough to face any issue
snd to wco energetically and prompuly.
It was to him  perfectly astouuding
that the administration sat  supinely
by and saw Lthe public credit go to run with-
out tuking steps to prevent it, Senators
were not here as republicans, democrats or
populists, but o maintein the credit and
glory of the country. Why stould the
country be erippled by lack of foresight and
lack of nervel Who feared an eleéctioncering
ery when dopger to his country confrontind
him! ‘T'he creait of & great nation involved
that of every institution and individusl in it
Why, asked Mr. Squire, shoula not tne
United States obtnln §200,000,000 or #£00,.-
(00,000 (mostly from abroad) at a low rvite of
interest! The brioging of s0 much more
money Lo the couutry would beneflt in-
directly every one. Ho favored giving the
socretary of the treasury authority to pay
whatever rate of interest might be neces-
sary up to 4 per cent, and he would trust to

Mp. Warner of New York supported the
bill, Under the nresent situation of affairs,
suid he, the honest debtor has no way under
heaven to rid himself of the incubus ol past
misfortunes except he obtain the consent of
every oneof bis individual creditors. Such
o state of affuivs existod in no other country
on the globo,

Assumeod by the Federal Governmeat,

A hundred years ago the fedordl govern-
ment absolutely prohibited the states from
ennoting bankruptey Inws., The fedoeral
government assumod the duty and that duty
now remafns unperformed, The large mer-
chants of the country, whosa prosperity de-
pended upon their belng able to do b siness
i all parts of the countey, had thoe alteros-
tive of watehing vumors in ull parts of the

country and being  ready to rush in
a8 soon a8 A  debtor's  credit  was
questioned  or  be content  to  suffer
almost  total lose when any of their
customers woere driven into insolvency.
This situation was intolerable. The cred-

itors hud rights us well as the debtors and
the rights of both should be subserved., The
bankrupract of 1857 hud been o beneficent
one to thousands: it haa glven them achanco
Lo sturt anew, The fuct that such o law was
on the statute books had forestnlled nt-
tempts at fraud, It was the duly of this
house to dischargo its constitutional prerog-
atlve aod place a fair, just and equitable
bankraptey inw oo the statute books.

Mpr. Brossius of Pennsylvania, spoke in fa-
vor of the bill and a4t the conclusion of his
rewncks the house ut 4:45 p, m. adjourned,

SENSATIONAL TRAGEDY AT SOUTH OMAHA

Deadly Work of 8 Woman Whose Love Was
Tuarned to Hatred,

RUINS OF HOME, HONOR AND HAPPINESS

Sequel of a Boandal in Which a Soclety Mas
is Implicated.

TIIRNED THE REVOLVER TO HER TEMPLE

Attemptad Soicide Falled—Story of & W'le
Wno Urged Her Hushand to Avenge
Her Wrongs—He 'referred
Divoree, However,

At 7 o'clock last night thiroe platol shots In
Aquick succession startled the citizens in the
vivinity of Twenty-fourth and J streots,
at South Omabs, Immoediately following
the roports the bodles of 4 man and woinan
fell to the pavement,
Henry J. Relser, one of the best known
socicty yvoung mon of South Omaha, had
been shot by Mrs, Ellias Rudiger, wife of
Frod Rudiger, who s head stonographer te
Mr Edward Cadahy ot the packing house.
The womwan had norved herself to the act
and had fired to kill
The fivst shot, she clalms, was fired ta
cause the young man to turn around, but nha
did not turn, She then sent a bullet Inte
hig body, It entered about the center of the
back, striking the spinul cord. Ralsor fell
to the pavement. The excited woman giuzed
at herawful work and then placed the re
volver to her head and pulled the trigger,
The ball grazed hor hair, but did not touclh
the scalp, Hertemple was filled with tbg
powder marks and she fell to tho wal
laboring under the impression that she ha
shot hersolf,
Reiser was just about to step into Croshy
& Nitsche's grocery store and fell in the
doorway. Ho was pioked up in a dying coa-
dition and laid on the counter. The woman
wis immediately taken in charge by Cap-
tain  Austin, who happened to arrive Juss
after the tragedy. He took her into Dr.
Aberly’s drug store. whers she remained
until the husbiana could be found,

Mrs, Rudiger's Story.
A reporter for Tue Bee had an interview
with the woman in the drug store. Sha
talked freely of what she had done, and cons
tinually nsked, “Is he dead yoit”

“Yes, Ishot to kill," said Mrs. Rudiger.
“Iv was for my husband to do, but he would
nok, and so 1 did it myself, Theswretch has
given me enough cause, and 1 hope 1 have
accomplished what I undertoole”

The woman then went on to relate some of
her experience with the victim ot her fury,
*“I have known Mr, Reiser for sbout two
yoars, but intimately for only sbout on:

year," she snid. *‘I loved the man at flrs

and do not deny {t. My conduct has worked
upon my mind until [ coneluded to make a
clean breast of it to my husband, 1 did so.
I then wanted Mr. Reiser to admit our rela-
tions to my husband in order that ho mlght'
get a divoree. This Mr. Relser refused to
do. Hedenled everything to my husband,
Reiser used to talk to meaboutrunning away
with him, but of late hé had not. 1 watched
for him when he pnssed up the strect this
evening. We met on 'I'wenty-fourth stroet
and tlked for about thirty mioutes. I
urzed him to go to my husband and make s

confession, but ho refused point blank
to do so. He wanted me to de
an act that was so dishonorable
that it almost 1malkes my blood boll
to thinlke of it. As we were aboul to
separate ho again refused to make a con-

fession to my husband, [ drew my pistol
which I had 1o my dress pocket and fired
one shot in the air, in the hops of making
him stop. When he did npot stop or tura
around, I fired to strike him. When he fell
I placea the weapon to my own head with
the intention of anding my life, and pullad
the trigger. Tom sorry 1 did not succeed —
no, I am not, either, 1 am too good 8 woman
to die for sucha flend as ho was.”

Mrs. Rudiger was a little oxcited during
her conversation,  Sho said she had nothing
1o regret,

Ready to Go 1o Jall.

While Mrs. Rudizer was sulll talking to
the reporter her husband eame nto the
back end of the store. He looked pale and
axeited, “My God, do you know what you
have donet?” was the first remark he made
to s wife,

“Of course I do," sald she, I hava shot
him. Youshoull have doge it yourself and
you know 1t,  Is he dead?”

The husband did uot make any attempt to
answer the question, but seemed to be
greatly affected at the bold aotion of his
wile,

“Are you surpriscd Fred!” agsin asked
tha wifle,

“No.1 am not. I have [esared thuat this
would occur for the last thres days. Bus
you do pot renlize what you have done. "

“0, yes, 1 do, Fred,” responded the wife,
and turning to the oMcer she said that if she
wits to be taken to jall that she “was ready
toe go now."

She bas rather a
pretty foce and 19 an loteresting conversa-
tionalist. It is sald that she was completely
fascinntod with leiser. She clalms that ad
times he has assaulted her in & brutsl mans
ner, Ooly two weeks ago she called on &
physicing 1o dress o fractured rib which, she
said, waos given bhor hf Halser.

She told the physicisn whe bhad lullur.l
ler, unya the doctor sald he would tell her
usbinad,  Mrs. Hudigor said she would tell
him herself, and did so. Bioce thut t
Lhere hns been trouble brewing. Iuis sa

that Mrs Rudiger hias begged husband
to kill Relser,
